REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the references of record teach or suggest a semiconductor device 
having a silicon body with a lower-doped region formed above a higher-doped region, 
trenches extending through the lower-doped region, the trenches having a silicon plug 
at the top above a void in the trenches, and a structure for depleting the lower-doped 
region. 

As for the method claims, none of the references of record teach the claimed 
silicon body wherein trenches are formed through the lower-doped region; forming an 
insulating layer on the trench sidewalls; removing the insulating layer from the top of the 
sidewalls of the trenches and selectively growing silicon at the top of the trenches, 
thereby plugging the top of the trenches.
